Sir: It becomes my painful-duty to 
report the death of Dr. David Living- 


who, asl Wwroie pager Gate of May 9, 
1866, (dispatch No. 4), left lieve on the 
9th of March last, for the exploration of 
the river Rovuma, and the region be- 
tween the great lakes of Central Africa, 
ef which, as yet, buclittle isknown. The 
sad intelligence was received here on the 
6th inst., by the arrival of several native 
wmerbers of the expedition from whom 
but importance could be elicited, 
save the factof ir. ivinestone’s death, 
[am indebted to Dr. Kifk, M. 
vice consul, and formerly a member ‘ot 
the Livingstone Zambesi expedition, for 
the following particulars of this sad 
event; and as his accompanying remarks

To have consolidated .5 ope the succes- 
sive discoveries achieved by bimee!f on 
the ‘ Nyassa,’ Burton on the ‘ Bangany- 
ika,’ Speke and Grant on the ‘ Victoria,’ 
and Baker on the ‘Albert Nyanza,’ 
would have been a fitting triumph for 
one who was the first to cross the African 
cominent within the tropical zone; but 
these hopes haye been wreeked by his 
untimely death. . 
We last heard of Dr. L, at ‘ N’doude,’ at 
the eonfigence of the Novuma and 
Niende. Here he met with kindness, 
but found the laud desolated by the 
slave traders supplying the market of 
Zanzibar. We have information that 
he proceeded farther to Mataka, a Miao 
chief, who gave powrente ef cattle and 
food. At this point, the Indian sepoys 
remained behind, and have since re- 
turned to Zanzibar. From Mataka to 
Alake was eignteen deys march. On 
crossing a wide water in Canyes they 
followed the border of the lake for sev- 
eral days, and thus struck inland, They 
were suddenly attacked in a bush 
country, by a band of Mavite. Dr. 
killed the most forward of the attacking 
arty, but was surrounded and cut down 
y one blow of a battie-axe, which cut 
half through his peck. éyond this we 
have po details, for those who returned 
were the first to flee. Almost all who 
stood near Dr. L. were killed, although 
they seem to have done considerable with 
their rifles. This hanpppeved about six 
weeks ago, or about October 26th. You 
now see how very meager our informa- 
tien is. Even with a personal know!- 
edge of the lakes ef the surrounding 
country, et least @ short distance from 
the scene of this aad affair, and a knowi- 
edge of the very tribe of called 
Mavite, Agite, Maozites, etc., it has 
been quite impossible for me as yet to 
elicit anything from the impenetrable 
simplicity of the few who have re- 
turned, as to where this tragedy took 
Eo. That it was to the west of the 
Nysea is certain; and whiether, in. the 
district we have already explored, or 
further to the north, is uncertain. That 
Dr. L.. was killed by the same Mayite, 
ax he and I were among, together, is cer- 
tain. They would have attacked us 
then if they had dared, but we were too 
strong for them. With such enemies, 
it comes to be a question of nambers, as 
well as equipment. The death of a few 
will not break their charge; and a smal! 
y, taken un@wares, has no chance. 
nly one of the survivors saw Dr. L. 
fall, but they buried his body at three 
p-m., when the Mavite had gone.
